SIR WALROND SINCLAIR’S REVIEW 


The Twelfth Annual General Meeting of British Tyre and 
Rubber Company, Limited, was held on December 7 at 
Winchester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Sir Walrond Sinclair, K.B.E. (chairman and managing 
director of the company), presiding, said: I will ask you to 
turn to the profit and loss account, from which you will note 
that our manufacturing and trading profit, including dividends 
from subsidiary companies, amounted to £198,537, against 
£185,854 in the previous year, an increase of £12,683. In- 
cluding other income from interest, dividends, and sundry 
receipts, our total profits at £204,659, against £188,926, show an 
increase of £15,733. Charges on the usual basis for depreciation, 
debenture interest, and fees leave us with a net profit, subject 
to tax, of £148,322, against £132,106 a year ago, or an increase 
for the year under review of £16,216. 


PROGRESS OF PRINCIPAL SUBSIDIARY 


The extensive rebuilding and modernisation programme being 
carried out at the Silvertown Works of our most important 
subsidiary, The India Rubber, Gutta Percha, and Telegraph 
Works Company, Limited, is proceeding to schedule, and 
already a substantial portion of the work has been satisfactorily 
completed. 


TYRE MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY 


The tyre market in this country is at present suffering severely 
from over-production. For some years your board has con- 
sistently advocated a voluntary limitation of output more in 
line with actual requirements, and it is very much to be re- 
gretted that no measure of agreement on this question has yet 
been achieved within the industry. I am very glad, however, 
to be able to say that when deciding some three years ago to 
widen further our range of manufacture of other rubber pro- 
ducts your directors realised the necessity of gradually adjusting 
our tyre-manufacturing activities to meet the requirements of 
the situation then developing, with the result that your company 
is now in the fortunate position of being able to face current 
conditions with equanimity. 

During the last year there has been an appreciable increase in 
raw material prices, particularly so in the case of crude rubber, 
but I am glad to say that so far this movement has been regu- 
lated in a gradual and orderly manner. 


IMPORTANCE OF STABILITY 


As you are all aware, this essential commodity is now the 
subject of regulation by an International Committee. I can 
say that in the opinion of most manufacturers the Committee, up 
to now, has fulfilled its functions with extraordinary fairness. 
The Committee was charged with the duty of reducing stocks 
of rubber to a reasonable level and of securing a fair and 
equitable price to the efficient producer. The fair and equitable 
price depends very largely on the percentage of releases which 
can be given to supply the needs of the manufacturers, and no 
one could dogmatize as to what that price should be. That the 
Committee has reduced stocks is patent to anyone who studies 
the figures, and it may well be that the Committee has even ex- 
ceeded its instructions in that respect. 

The consumption of rubber has grown and seems likely to 
grow in the near future to a considerable extent, and while 
we as manufacturers welcomed the recent increase of releases 
from 65 per cent. to 70 per cent. of the quota, I feel that the 
committee has failed to give that percentage of release which 
will ensure that degree of stability so fundamentally vital both 
to the rubber manufacturing and producing interests. 


FAVOURABLE OUTLOOK 


I think I have said enough to indicate that within our own 
organisation we are satisfied with future prospects. We are 
fully maintaining the high quality for which our products have 
established a reputation in the past. We believe that we are 
receiving our full share of orders in the expanding trade demand 
and our manufacturing facilities are keeping abreast of the times 
both in efficiency and in output capacity. As far as we our- 
selves are concerned, therefore, although the reconstruction 
programme will continue throughout 1937, there seems no reason 
why a year hence we should not be able to submit to you 
results at least as satisfactory as those now before you. 

At the same time, of course, our business, like any other, 
depends on general trade conditions. Trade conditions in this 
country are satisfactory at present, and in other parts of the 
world progress is being made. I do not propose to commit 
myself, however, on questions of national or international 
economics or politics. There are factors of uncertainty in both 
spheres. In the absence of untoward developments in such 
directions, however, the outlook for trade in this country still 
appears promising, and we are confident that your company is 
in a position to take full advantage of any favourable 
opportunities. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Wholesale Prices in November (Page 832) 

For the sixth successive month the average level 
of prices showed an increase, the rise as compared 
with October amounting to 0°7 per cent, and as 
compared with November, 1935, to 7-7 per cent., the 
index numbers for the three months being 98'3, 97-6 
and 91°3 respectively. For the first time for over 
six years the index was within 2 per cent. of the 
average of the base period (1930). Prices of food as 
a whole were about 14 per cent. lower than in the 
previous month, but industrial materials and manu- 
factures advanced by nearly 2 per cent., or the 
largest monthly increase recorded for twelve 
months.

Economic Recovery in Canada (Page 842) 

As compared with the corresponding period of last 
year there was an increase of 8:2 per cent. in pro- 
ductive operations in the first nine months of 1936, 
Mineral output rose by 13-1 per cent., while many. 
facturing industries showed an advance of 9:8 per 
cent. Wholesale prices averaged 2:2 per cent, 


higher. Imports increased in value by 11:9 per cent, 
Economic Conditions in Norway (Page 836) and exports by 21:1 per cent, 
The situation has undergone a great change for 
the better since the end of 1933, writes the Commer- 
cial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Oslo. While 
1934 was a comparatively good year, progress 
became more rapid in 1935 and has been particu- 
larly strong since last autumn. Industry has taken 
a long step forward, increased purchasing power has 
resulted in a great expansion in the demand for 
imported goods, and export trade has shared in the 
improvement. The new economic and financial 
policy initiated in Norway is, however, viewed with 
misgiving by the commercial community.

New Turkish Import Régime (Page 850)

altogether.

For the sixth month in succession the average of 
gholesale prices rose in November, the increase 
gmounting to 0°7 per cent. as compared with October, 
ad to 77 per cent. as compared with Novem- 
per, 1935, the index numbers for the three months 
being 98'°3, 97°6 and 91°3, respectively. For the first 
time for over six years the index was within 2 per cent. 

Prices of 
food as a whole were about 14 per cent. lower than in 
the previous month, in contrast to rises (ranging up to 
qver 4 per cent.) in each of the preceding six months, 
but industrial materials and manufactures advanced 
by nearly 2 per cent., this being the largest monthly 
increase recorded for twelve months; the increase was 

tly seasonal. In comparison with November, 1935, 
food prices have risen by 94 per cent. and those of 
industrial materials by nearly 7 per cent. 


The re-grouping of industrial materials and manu- 
factures (excluding fuel) into basic materials, inter- 
mediate products and manufactured articles shows 
increases, compared with October, in all three groups, 
that for basic materials being the largest recorded for 
the group since July, 1983. Compared with November, 
1985, basic materials increased by 11 per cent., inter- 
mediate products by 84 per cent. and manufactured 
aticles by 44 per cent. Building materials were about 
me per cent. and 4 per cent., respectively, dearer than 
amonth and a year earlier. 


Food prices fell sharply during the first week of 
November and to a smaller extent during the third 
veek, but rose in the second and again, though only 
dightly, in the last week; prices of industrial materials 
advanced steadily throughout the month.

and one-half of one per cent. for other food and tobacco. 
Each of the eight groups of industrial materials, how- 
ever, showed an increase, though that for iron and steel 
was insignificant. Prices in the wool group rose 
sharply (94 per cent.) and were at a higher level than 
in any month since January, 1930. A substantial 
increase (74 per cent.) was also shown for non-ferrous 
metals; prices in this group have advanced con- 
siderably in recent months and show a rise of 154 per 
cent. since June. Cotton was dearer by 2 per cent. 
and ‘‘ other textiles ’’ by 1} per cent., in each case 
following similar rises in the previous month. 


Compared with a year earlier, cereals rose by 224 
per cent., meat, fish and eggs by 2} per cent. and 
other foods by 6 per cent. With the exception of 
“* other textiles,’’ for which the index was about one 
per cent. lower than a year earlier, all the industrial 
groups showed higher averages, the largest increases 
being for wool (184 per cent.), non-ferrous metals (94 
per cent.), miscellaneous (8} per cent.), iron and steel 
(7 per cent.) and cotton (6 per cent.). Coal was about 
3 per cent. dearer. 


MoveEMENT oF Commopity Prices 


The table on pages 834 and 835 shows the average 
monthly wholesale prices of 120 principal commodities 
included in the index. 


Comparing the prices in November with the averages 
for the preceding month, and considering only those 
commodities quotations for which are included in the 
table, small decreases were recorded for Canadian and 
English wheat. Straight-run and imported flour 
declined by 4 and 33 per cent., respectively, due partly 
to a reduction in the levy of 1s. per sack as from 
November 1. English (Gazette average) barley was 
34 per cent. cheaper and maize 8 per cent. cheaper; 
oatmeal rose by 24 per cent. In the meat group there 
were decreases of 94, 5 and 24 per cent., respectively, 
for Danish, Wiltshire and Irish bacon, but hams rose 
by 3 per cent. and pork by 44 per cent. A decrease of 
4 per cent. was shown for English beef, and Scotch 
and English mutton declined by 34 and 8 per cent., 


‘respectively. Danish eggs were 2 per cent. dearer, 


while fish prices fell by 34 per cent. Among other 
foods, New Zealand butter rose by 5 per cent. and New 
Zealand cheese by 4 per cent. Cocoa was 9} per cent. 
dearer, following a similar increase in each of the two 
preceding months; the quotation (per cwt.) has 
advanced from 39s. 8d. in the middle of August to 
57s. 8d. at the end of November (about 45 per cent.). 


Among the industrial materials and manufactures 
included in the table, gas and steam coal each rose by 
3 per cent., while the only change in the iron and steel 
group was a small increase for heavy melting scrap. 
Of the non-ferrous metals, lead, tin and zinc advanced 
by 16, 13 and 12 per cent., respectively, copper wire 
and electrolytic copper were 74 per cent. and 64 per 
cent, dearer, and brass sheets 4 per cent. dearer. 
American cotton declined by 2 per cent., but Egyptian 
cotton was 5 per cent. dearer. Egyptian yarns rose by 
nearly 12 per cent., and there were small increases for 
cotton cloths. All wool items rose in price, the 
increases in most cases being substantial. The index 
number for raw wool showed prices to have risen by 
about 11 per cent., noils were dearer by 10 per cent. 
and crossbred Colonial and merino tops by 20 and 9 
per cent., respectively, while increases ranging from 
about 7 to 13 per cent. were recorded for wool yarns; 
serges were 4 per cent, dearer. Of the other textiles, 
jute, linen and hemp were, respectively, 64, 5 and 34 
per cent, dearer, while the price of artificial silk 
(British acetate) was reduced on November 13 from 
8s. 94d. to 3s. 3d. per lb. In the chemicals and oils 
group, palm kernel oil rose by 15 per cent. but soya oil 
declined by 3 per cent.; paint was 3 per cent. dearer. 
Among the miscellaneous items, mechanical wood pulp

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advanced by 4 per cent., and smaller increases were 
shown for three descriptions of chemical wood pulp; 
esparto declined by 3 per cent. Calfskins were 3 per 
cent. dearer, but decreases of 44 and 24 per cent. were 
recorded for ox and heifer hides and cowhides. Rubber 
was, on the average, 9 per cent. dearer in November 
than in October, the price advancing from 84d. per lb. 
on October 30 to 83d. on November 6 and to 83d. on 
November 27. 

With regard to commodities, the prices of which 
are included in the compilation of the index, but are 
not shown in the accompanying table, important varia- 
tions were a seasonal decrease of 26 per cent. for 
tomatoes and an increase of 104 per cent. for raw silk. 


The economic situation in Norway, *writes the 
Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Oslo, has 
undergone a great change for the better since the 
end of 1933, when the first unmistakable signs of 
improvement presented themselves. 

Though emergency measures adopted by the State 
have played their part, it seems probable that the 
marked advance recorded is primarily an expression 
of the general trend of developments in countries 
belonging to the sterling bloc and in certain other 
parts of the world. It is also associated with the 
increasing activity of foreign armament industries. 
While 1934 was a comparatively good year, progress 
became more rapid in 1935, and has been particularly 
strong since last autumn. 

The wholesale price index figure for agricultural 
produce rose from 107 in January, 1934, to 131 in 
December, 1935, and at 126 in May, 1936, was 7 points 
higher than in May, 1935. A striking improvement 
has consequently taken place in the position of 
farmers and in the purchasing power of country dis- 
tricts, though economic recovery is still incomplete. 
This result has not been achieved without heavy 
national expenditure and a rise in the cost of living. 
Great efforts are being made to encourage farmers to 
grow more grain and cattle-feeding stuffs, of which 
large quantities are imported. Silver-fox farming, 
which is carried on in conjunction with agriculture, 
has grown into an important export industry. The 
improvement in the financial position of forest-owners 
was not maintained in 1935-36. 


The fishing industry has encountered many 
obstacles, which have called for unremitting attention 
on the part of the authorities. Conditions have im- 
proved considerably in the herring districts, but the 
situation in the North of Norway is very strained, and 
it seems probable that more up-to-date methods of 
fishing will ultimately have to be adopted if Nor- 
wegian dried fish is to compete with the more cheaply 
caught products of other countries. The commence- 
ment of trawling by Norwegian companies has brought 
this question into the foreground. In spite of all 
restrictions in foreign markets, the value of fish pro- 
duets exported has not decreased. 


InpustriAL ACTIVITY AND ForEIGN TRADE 


A steady increase in industrial activity and an 
improvement in purchasing power, which has become 
specially marked during the past twelve months, have 
been accompanied by a great expansion of the demand 
for imported goods, of which the value rose by 23°84 
per cent. from 1933 to 1935, and was 14° per cent.

and further progress has been made in 1936. Both 
home and export industries have shared in the im- 
provement, but conditions vary widely in the different 
branches of trade. The modernisation and extension 
of plant has proceeded on a considerable scale, and 
various new enterprises have been initiated, in some 
cases with State aid. There have been no widespread 
labour disputes: it is stated, however, that illegal 
action on the part of workpeople has lately caused 
embarrassment to individual concerns. The unem- 
ployment returns showed little change until February, 
1936, since when there has been a strong decline in 
the surplus number of applicants for work. 


The value of exports was 8:46 per cent. higher in 
1935 than in 1983 and rose strongly in the first four 
months of 1936. Both actually and relatively the 
increase was largest in goods invoiced to the United 
Kingdom, of which the value was 44:8 per cent. greater 
in 1935 than in 1933, while in percentage of all exports 
there was an advance from 20°41 per cent. to 27:26 per 
cent. A further development of this trade took place 
in the first quarter of 1936. 


Norwegian import and export statistics arranged 
according to the countries where goods are produced 
or consumed reveal that the United Kingdom has 6 
large entrepdt trade, and, further, that the f.o.b, value 
of Norwegian goods exported for consumption in the 
United Kingdom (not including whale oil shipped 
direct from the whaling grounds) is practically the 
same as the c.i.f. value of imports produced in the 
United Kingdom. 




























Tae MercANTILE FLEET: AERIAL DEVELOPMENT 





The tonnage of the merchant fleet continued to 
decrease in 1934, but expansion was resumed in 1935 
and has continued in 1986. The fleet has, as usual, 
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been maintained in a high state of efficiency, and 
51 per cent. of its tonnage consisted on March 31 of 
motor craft. Seventy-three new vessels of 335,525 
gross tons were on order at that date. At the end 
of 1935 practically the whole of the foreign-going fleet 
was in commission, and, although there was an in- 
crease in laid-up tonnage in the spring of 1936, its 
proportions had again been reduced, to 2:1 per cent. 
of the fleet, by the end of June. The estimated gross 
earnings of shipping rose from 376°7 million kroner in 
1983 to about 420°0 million kr. in 1935. 


With a view to the development of aerial communi- 
cations a national plan has been adopted for the con- 
struction of flying grounds, and State subsidies have 
been granted for the purpose. Subsidies have also 
been voted in aid of coastal airlines, which are carried 
on by the national aviation company. 


THE Economic OvuTLooK 


On the whole, Norway is for the time being enjoying 
a considerable degree of prosperity, and there seems 
reason to anticipate that the economic situation will 
continue to develop favourably in the immediate 
future. Use of the term ‘‘ emergency ’’ in relation to 
conditions in this country is thus hardly justified by 
facts, even if unemployment, municipal finance and 
the position of the fisheries are still problems requir- 
ing diligent consideration. It is impossible, however, 
to see very far ahead in the existing state of inter- 
national affairs, and the outlook is @lso obscured by 
internal political issues. 


It would be idle to deny that the new economic and 
financial policy initiated in Norway, and to which 
extended reference is made by the Commercial Secre- 
tary, is viewed with perturbation by the commercial 
community. Anxiety is occasioned by the scale on 
which public money is spent and by the heavy increase 
in the contingent liability assumed by the State in the 
form of guarantee commitments. Misgivings are also 
entertained with regard to plans for the socialisation 
of economic activity and the establishment of a com- 
prehensive system of Government control. 


Norway’s internal arrangements are her own affair, 
but foreign producers (as well as Norwegian shipping) 
are at once affected by the canalisation of trade in 
directions indicated by the State and the development 
of a policy of economic nationalism, with the object of 
cutting down imports and expanding exports, and 
traders in the United Kingdom are more deeply 
interested than those of any other country. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS IN ForEIGN TRADE 


The feeling of greater confidence with regard to the 
future entertained by traders at the end of 1933 has 
been justified by subsequent events. The demand for 
goods has increased steadily; there has been a very 
substantial expansion of turnover and_ purchasing 
power, particularly during the last twelve months, 
and profits have assumed more reasonable dimensions. 
Payments are made with greater ease and there has 
been a notable reduction in the number of bank- 
tuptcies and distraints. Norway has, in fact, benefited 
by the general improvement of world trade and has 
participated in the enhanced prosperity enjoyed by 
members of the sterling bloc. Heavy public expendi- 
ture on emergency measures has also given a consider- 
able, if temporary, impetus to trade. 


Both Norwegian and foreign manufacturers have 
secured a share of the additional volume of business. 
Imports of raw materials and other production goods, 
owever, have increased far more strongly than im- 
ports of consumption commodities, of which the 
percentage in relation to the total value of imports has 
continued to diminish. 

At the end of June, 1936, the general condition of 
trade was considered good and the distinct improve- 
ment which has occurred in the demand for the better 
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qualities of commodities should facilitate sales from 
the United Kingdom. On the other hand many im- 
porters are inclined to cover their requirements only 
for short periods at a time and to restrict their com- 
mitments, while retailers are in some cases believed 
to be overstocked, 


Imports FROM THE UnrTED KINGDOM AND 
OTHER COUNTRIES 


The value of goods invoiced from the United King- 
dom has risen very appreciably, but its ratio to that of 
all imports was only 0°49 per cent. greater in 1935 than 
in 1938 and for the three months January-March was 
0-9 per cent. less in 1936 than in 1933 and 0°52 per 
cent. less than in 1935. 


Purchases made in certain other countries show a 
rise from 1988 to 1935 which is relatively much greater, 
there being an increase in percentage of all imports of 
2:09 per cent. for Sweden, 1°88 per cent. for the United 
States, 1°65 per cent. for Denmark, 1:09 per cent. for 
France and 0°87 per cent. for Czechoslovakia. Ger- 
many’s share of imports dropped heavily from 20-95 
per cent, of the total in 1933 to 17:34 per cent. in 1935, 
but a marked recovery has taken place in 1936 and keen 
competition from subsidised German goods is reported 
in many branches of trade. Japanese competition has 
also increased and embraces a considerable range of 
commodities, which in 1935 included even so typically 
Norwegian a product as fish oil. 


Up to the date of the last Report (dated May, 1934) 
importers were comparatively free to place their orders 
wherever it suited them best. Since then, however, 
agreements have been concluded with a number of 
countries which divert trade from its normal channels 
and there seems to be reason to anticipate further 
developments affecting the direction and volume of 
commerce, partly in consequence of external pressure, 
but also as an expression of deliberate policy. 


BALANCE OF TRADE WITH THE UniTED KinGpom 


In an appendix to the Commercial Secretary’s 
Report will be found tables giving the official Nor- 
wegian statistics of the value of trade between Norway 


. and the United Kingdom. These figures reveal a sub- 


stantial rise in purchases from the United Kingdom in 
1934, 1985 and January-March, 1936, as well as in 
sales to the United Kingdom during these periods. 


The percentage of Norway’s imports purchased in the 
United Kingdom rose, however, only from 22°83 per 
cent. in 1933 to 23°32 per cent. in 1935; while the per- 
centage of her exports sold to the United Kingdom 
increased from 20°41 per cent. in 1933 to 24:26 per 
cent. in 1934, and 27:26 per cent, in 1935. 


The figures quoted refer to goods invoiced to or from 
the United Kingdom. The Statistical Bureau have, 
however, also published since January, 1935, import 
and export statistics arranged according to the coun- 
tries where the goods were produced or consumed, and 
by this method of calculation Norway imported in 
1985 goods produced in the United Kingdom to the 
value of 147:4 million kr. (17:89 per cent. of all im- 
ports) and exported for consumption in the United 
Kingdom goods to the value of 145°6 million kr. (24-08 
per cent. of all exports). If costs of transport are 
taken into account, it would consequently appear that 
the United Kingdom consumed appreciably more of 
Norway’s products than Norway did of hers. The 
corresponding figures for January-March, 1936, point 
to a similar conclusion. 

In 1933, 1934, 1985 and January-March, 1936, 
respectively, Norway’s next. most important market, 
Germany, took 12°51 per cent., 13°68 per cent., 
13:06 per cent. and 15:48 per cent. of her exports; and 
supplied 20:95 per cent., 19:08 per cent., 17°34 per 
cent. and 17°71 per cent. of her imports. 

Tt should be noted that whale oil shipped direct from 
the whaling grounds does not figure as an export in the 
Norwegian statistics and that furs exported by parcel 
post were not included until July 1, 1984

DEPARTMENTAL COMMITTEE ON 
COMPULSORY INSURANCE 


The thirteenth and fourteenth days’ evidence has 
been published. The former comprises the Memo- 
randum submitted by the Royal Aero Club and Asso- 
ciated Bodies and the minutes of evidence given 
on that behalf by Major Alan Goodfellow, and the 
Memorandum submitted by the Corporation of Insur- 
ance Brokers and the minutes of evidence given on 
that behalf by Messrs. A. H. Riseley, O.B.E., D.L., 
and H. J. Lettes.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
TOMATOES 


On May 14, 1936, it was announced that a Recom- 
mendation had been received from the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee regarding the import duty on 
tomatoes, but that having regard to the commercial 
negotiations then proceeding with Spain a decision on 
this Recommendation had been deferred. 


The matter has now been reviewed in the light of 
present circumstances. As the Recommendation 
relates to the duty of tomatoes for the period from 
May 15 to June 1, a decision on it has again been 
deferred. 


SOYA BEAN OIL 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 9) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1936, No. 1242), amending the Import Duties (Draw- 
back) (No, 8) Order, 1986, which provided for the 
allowance of drawback in respect of soya beans used in 
the manufacture of soya bean oil as from December 9, 
1936. The effect of the amendment is to extend the 
digibility for drawback to such oil when exported as an 
ingredient of canned fish in the manufacture of which 
no other oil than soya bean oil has been added. 


_ Soya bean oil is being used to an increasing extent, 
in replacement of olive oil, in the canning of fish for 
export to various oversea markets, notably those in 
which the demand is for the cheaper varieties of goods.

With the issue of their return of visitors to the British 
Isles during October, the Home Office enable the Travel and 
Industrial Development Association of Great Britain and 
Ireland to state that the number of holiday visitors during 
the first ten months of this year have exceeded by 210 the 
total number for the whole of 1930, the peak year of foreign 
travel to this country.

CANADA 
INDUSTRY AND TRADE, JANUARY— 
SEPTEMBER 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


The receipt of information regarding the first nine months 
of 1936 sheds further light on the extent of the business 
recovery. The level of productive operations was much 
higher than in the corresponding months of 1935, the index

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of the physical volume of business based on 45 factors 
averaging 109-0, as compared with 100-7 in the same period 
of last year. The gain of 8-2 per cent. in a representative 
index of this kind is evidence of a considerable resumption 
of business and productive enterprise over the levels shown 
in the first nine months of 1935. 


The mining, manufacturing and power industries showed 
expansion greater than the average, while railway trans. 
portation and general employment also recorded substantial 
gains. 


Prick MoveMeEnts 


The change in the wholesale prices was_ relatively 
moderate, but even here the official index of 567 commodities 
averaged 2-2 per cent. higher during the first nine months 
of 1936. The average for the index was 73-5, as compared 
with 71-9 in the first nine months of 1935. From the 
beginning of 1934 to June of the present year stability 
characterised the commodity price level, narrow fluctuations 
being shown about the 72 per cent. line, with 1926 being 
regarded as the base equalling 100. Owing in part to crop 
shortages and improved demand in British and American 
markets, considerable increase was shown in commodity 
prices from July to September. ; 


The fluctuations in common stock prices were more spec- 
tacular. The price index of stocks traded on the Canadian 
exchanges averaged 90-6 during the first nine months of 
1935. The average during the present year was 115:8, the 
indicated gain being no less than 27-8 per cent. One of the 
most significant developments was the pronounced advance 
in high-grade bond prices. A gain had already been re- 
corded from the early months of 1932 to the end of 1935, 
but the spectacular advance was extended during the first 
nine months of the present year. The yield on Dominion 
Government bonds in the first nine months of 1936 was 
lower than at any time since records were first compiled. 


THe Minine Propvuction 


It is an interesting development that many of the in- 
dustries which shared in the prosperity phase of the last 
cycle are now participating in the marked expansion of the 
last three years. Mining is one of the industries which 
must be included in this category. The index of mineral 
production based on nine factors rose from 146-2 in the first 
nine months of 1935 to 165-4 in the corresponding period of 
the present year, a gain of no less than 13-1 per cent. 


Copper exports at 287,672,000 lbs. were more than main- 
tained, while nickel exports at 129} million lbs. recorded an 
increase of 24-4 per cent. The percentage gains in the pro- 
duction and outward shipments of lead and zinc were also 
large. Lead production in eight months at 247 million Ibs. 
compared with 217 million lbs., showing a gain of 13:7 per 
cent., and zine exports in the nine months at 249 million 
lbs. were 17 per cent. higher. 


Deliveries of gold and silver showed gains of a substan- 
tial character, the increases being 13-2 and 18-4 per cent., 
respectively. Gold consignments to the Mint and external 
points were 2,692,000 ozs., as compared with 2,378,000 ozs. 
Consignments of silver were 13,118,000 ozs., compared with 
11,076,000 ozs. The revival in coal mining from 9,375,000 
tons to 10,350,000 tons was a pleasing development, the net 
gain being 10-4 per cent. in the nine months’ comparison. 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES 


The expansion in manufacturing operations since the 
first of last year was pronounced, the index based on 29 
factors having been above the 100 per cent. line in recent 
months, as compared with about 89 in January, 1935. 
During the first nine months of this year the index averaged 
106-2, as against 96-7 in the same period of 1935, a gain of 
9-8 per cent. 


The rise of 24:3 per cent. in imports of raw cotton for 
further manufacture by the textile industry represents 4 
considerable gain in operations. Newsprint production was 
at a much higher level in 1936, the gain over the first nine 
months of 1935 having been 24-3 per cent. Exports of 
planks and boards, indicating conditions in the lumber in- 
dustry, at 1,207 million feet, showed a gain of 25 per cent. 
A considerably higher level of operations has been shown by 
the primary iron and steel industry. Steel ingots produc- 
tion showed a gain of 25-6 per cent.,. while the pig iron 
output was up by 11-1 per cent. 


The automobile and allied industries have participated in 
the revival of the last four years. The output of motor cars, 
however, was down by 8:5 per cent., the total in the last nine 
months having been 125,738 units. Crude rubber imports 
at 43,134,000 Ibs. were slightly more than maintained. 
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Such imports indicate mainly the preparation for the pro- 
duction of tyres. Crude petroleum imports at 879 million 
gallons showed a gain of 5-9 per cent. 


Buirpine; Execrric Power; THe Rartways 


The new business obtained by the construction industry 
was at a comparatively low level in 1936, showing a decline 
from the first nine months of 1935. Contracts awarded 
were 127,672,000 dollars, a decline of 3-8 per cent. Building 
permits in 58 cities remained at the relatively low level 
of 29,434,000 dols., as compared with 36,681,000 dols., the 
decline being nearly 20 per cent. 


Electric power production has shown marked gain over the 
early months of 1935, reaching in April last, after seasonal 
adjustment, a new high point in the history of the industry. 
The gaih in nine months’ production over that of the same 
period of 1935 was 9-3 per cent. 


The railway freight movement made a fair showing in 
the first nine months of 1936, the gain in loadings over the 
same period of 1935 being 5 per cent. The gross operating 
revenue of the Canadian lines of the Canadian National was 
6 per cent. greater, while the corresponding revenue of the 
Canadian Pacific was up by 9 per cent. 


Foreian TRADE 


The volume of the external trade showed correlation with 
the betterment in Canadian business operations. The value 
of imports in the first nine months was 451 million dols., an 
advance of 11-9 per cent. Exports of 693 million dols. com- 
pared with 572 million dols, showing a rise of 21-1 per 
cent. The increase in the excess of exports over imports 
was 43 per cent. 


IRON AND STEEL AND ALLIED INDUSTRIES 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics of the Canadian 
Department of Trade and Commerce at Ottawa has issued a 
Preliminary Report on the operation of the iron and steel 
and allied industries in the Dominion during 1935. 


These show a total production of 388,542,774 dollars, this 
being the highest value reported for this group since 1930, 
when the output was valued at nearly 570 million dols. Out- 
put values were 26 per cent. over the next preceding year, 
which in turn was 45 per cent. over 1933. 


An historical summary of the manufacture of iron and 
steel and their products in Canada for the years 1926 to 
1935 shows the selling values to have been approximately as 
follows : —

A total of 1,261 firms in Canada reported their principal 
Products as being made of iron ot steel. These plants had 
4 working capital of 548,467,111 dols. and employed a 
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monthly average of 94,786 people who received 110,341,787 
dols. in salaries and wages. Cost of materials used in manu- 
facturing processes was 203,061,352 dols. 

Canada’s imports of iron and steel products during 1935 
showed a gain of 20 per cent. over the previous year which, 
in turn, was 54 per cent. over 1933. 


Import AND Export TRADE 


Imports were valued at about 112 million dols. in 1935, of 
which the United Kingdom supplied 20 million dols.’ worth 
and the United States nearly 86} million dols.’ worth. 

Canada enjoys some export trade in this group of in- 
dustries, the total exports amounting to just over 50 million 
dols.’ worth; details of the goods exported and of the 
countries receiving them can be obtained on application to 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. (Reference No. 18001/36 should be quoted.) 

United Kingdom firms desirous of offering raw materials 
and semi-manufactured goods to the iron and steel and 
allied industries in Canada can obtain the names of suitable

The Reports give details of production and materials used, 
size of establishments and capital investment, numbers of 
employees and a note of imports and exports.

FUR PRODUCTION IN 1934-35 SEASON 


A Report has just been issued by the Department of Trade 
and Commerce at Ottawa dealing with the fur production 
of the Dominion for the twelve months ended June, 1935. 
This shows that the value of the raw furs was 12,843,341 
dollars, or an increase over the preceding season of about 
half a million dols. and over the 1932-33 season of about 
24 million dols. 

The total production comprises the pelts of fur-bearing 
animals taken by trappers and pelts sold from fur farms, 
the value of the latter in 1934-35 representing approxi- 
mately 31 per cent. of the total, an increase of 1 per cent. 
over the preceding season. 

The principal item is silver fox, the total value of which, 
4,343,823 dols., represents 34 per cent. of the total value 
of raw fur production in the season. Silver fox is the 
product almost entirely of the fur farms and, owing to the 
expansion of the fur farming industry throughout the 
Dominion, has shown an increase in pelt production in 
nearly every season from 1920-21 onward. The value of 
pelts of other kinds of foxes added to the silver fox brings 
the total for all fox pelts to 6,903,792 dols., or 54 per cent. 
of the total for all furs. Following silver fox in order of 
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importance, but with considerably smaller total values, are 
muskrat (1,784,252 dols.), mink (1,540,684 dols.) and white 
fox (1,043,028 dols.). 

The total number of all kinds of pelts combined was 
4,926,413, as compared with 6,076,197 in 1933-34, the de- 
crease being attributable chiefly to reductions in muskrat, 
ermine, rabbit and squirrel; decreases were also shown for 
mink and beaver.

APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the follow- 
ing shipments of Canadian apples to various United 
Kingdom ports between November 19 and 25:—23,700 
barrels, 250 half-barrels, 56,290 boxes, and 150 cartons. 


CYPRUS 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The absence of rain during October gave cause for some 
anxiety throughout the Island. Heavy mortality is occurr- 
ing among grazing flocks owing to under-nourishment. Dry 
sowing of cereals has commenced. Supplies of seed, especially 
of wheat, are low and prices high. The vintage was com- 
pleted under good conditions, but the quantity and quality 
of vine products will probably be lower than in the previous 
year. 

Autumn ploughing of wheat is being carried out in many 
parts in anticipation of rains suitable for sowing; seed 
wheat is procured with difficulty. Barley sowing on dry 
land is now being carried out. Oats are in the same position 
as wheat and barley. 

Weather conditions have been very favourable for the 
potato crop and new potatoes have been on the market since 
the middle of October; no important outbreaks of pests or 
diseases are reported, and yield is expected to be good. The 
export of onions continues. 


Citrus fruits have been subjected to heavy attacks of fruit 
fly and red scale; export of early oranges has commenced. 
Flowering of carobs is good. Gathering of olives continued, 
but the crop is small. The vintage is completed; weather 
conditions were very suitable for wine-making but the vine 
crop was poor both in quality and quantity.—Government 
of Cyprus Information Office in London. 


TRADE IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER 


The total value of exports, £400,087, during the quarter 
under review exceeded that of imports, £375,188, by £24,899, 
states the Government of Cyprus Information Office in 
London. 


Imports showed a slight decrease as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1935, but exceeded that of the 
quinquennial average by £37,412. Raw coffee, unmanufac- 
tured tobacco, iron and steel and manufactures thereof, 
petrol and benzine, cotton piece-goods, silk manufactures 
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and woollen manufactures are the only items which showed 
appreciable decreases. The principal increases appear in 
wheat, wheaten flour, edible oils, sugar and machinery. 


Exports during the quarter under review, £400,087, com. 
pare with £284,457 for the corresponding period of 1935, 
and £239,373 for the quinquennial average. The increase 
both over 1935 and the quinquennial average was due mainly 
to mining products, chiefly asbestos, yellow ore, pyrites and 
metallic precipitate, and to agricultural products, namely, 
carobs, wheat, lemons and onions. Exports of mules showed 
a considerable decrease, both as compared with 1935 and 
with the quinquennial average.

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PALESTINE 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


The British Commercial Agent at Jerusalem reports that 
imports of merchandise into Palestine for consumption in 
September, 1936, were valued at £P.1,004,254, as compared 
with £P.1,400,274 and £P.1,212,874 in the same month of 
1935 and 1934, respectively, being declines of £P.396,020, 
or 28:3 per cent., and £P.208,620, or 17-2 per cent., respec- 
tively. Food, drink and tobacco imported in September, 
1936, totalled £P.311,010, as compared with £P.306,375 in 
September, 1935, showing an increase of £P.4,635, or 1:5 
per cent. Imports of raw materials and articles mainly 
umanufactured declined from £P.133,399 in September, 
19385, to £P.80,696 in September, 1936, a decrease of 
£P.52,703, or 39-5 per cent. Imports of wholly or mainly 
manufactured articles were £P.388,103 in September, 1936, 
as compared with £P.819,205 in the same month of 1935, a 
decrease of £P.431,102, or 52-6 per cent. Unclassified im- 
ports totalled £P.224,445 in September, 1936, as compared 
with £P.141,295 in September, 1935, an increase of 
£P.83,150, or 58-8 per cent. 


Export TRADE 


The total exports of merchandise of domestic produce in 
September, 1936, were valued at £P.72,319, as compared 
with £P.55,790 and £P.42,550, respectively, in the same 
month of 1935 and 1934, thus showing increases of 
£P.16,529, or 29-6 per cent. over the corresponding month 
of 1935 and £P.29,769, or 70-0 per cent. over the corre- 
sponding month of 1934. Food, drink and tobacco exported 
in September, 1936, totalled £P.23,350, as compared with 
£P.15,843 in September, 1935, or an increase of £P.7,507, 
or 47-4 per cent., chiefly owing to the increase in exports 
of olive and other edible oils. Raw materials and articles 
mainly unmanufactured exported in September,1936, totalled 
£P.11,686, as compared with £P.6,400 in September, 1935, 
an increase of £P.5,286, or 82:6 per cent. Exports of 
wholly or mainly manufactured articles totalled £P.37,253 
in September, 1936, as compared with £P.33,512 in the same 
month of 1935, an increase of £P.3,741, or 11-2 per cent. 
Inclassified exports in September, 1936, totalled £P.30, as 
compared with £P.35 in September, 1935. 


Re-Exports AND TRANSIT TRADE 


Re-exports of goods previously recorded as imports in- 
creased from £P.30,584 in September, 1935, to £P.80,375 
in September, 1936, an increase of £P.49,791, or 162-8 per 
cent., chiefly due to the increased re-exports of unclassified 
articles. Re-exports from bond in September, 1936, totalled 
£P.7,249, as compared with £P.4,218 in the same month of 
1935, an increase of £P.3,031, or 71:9 per cent. The value 
of transit trade, exclusive of Lraq Petroleum Company 
crude oil, totalled £P.31,614 in September, 1936, as com- 
pared with £P.46,859 in the same month of 1935, a decrease 
of £P.15,245, or 32:5 per cent. The quantity of Iraq 
Petroleum Company crude oil dispatched in transit via 
Haifa in September, 1936, was 142,608 tons, valued at 
£P.114,087, as compared with 128,913 tons, valued at 
£P.103,130 in September, 1935, an increase of 13,695 tons. 
This crude oil is given an arbitrary value of 16s. per ton. 


TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


The imports of merchandise in the first nine months of 
1936 aggregated £P.9,600,841, as compared’ with 
£P.12,997,314 and £P.10,641,517, respectively, in the corre- 
sponding periods of 1935 and 1934, thus showing a decrease 
of £P.3,396,473, or 26-1 per cent., from the 1935 period and 
a decrease of £P.1,040,676, or 9:8 per cent., from the corre- 
sponding 1934 period. 

Food, drink and tobacco imported in the first nine months 
of 1986 had a total value of £P.2,432,156, as compared with 
£P.2,503,518 in the same period of 1935, a decrease of 
£P.71,362, or 2-9 per cent. 

Imports of raw materials and mainly unmanufactured 
articles in the 1936 period totalled £P.698,531, as compared 
with £P.1,035,397 in the corresponding 1935 period, a drop 
of £P.336,866, or 32-5 per cent. 

Wholly or mainly manufactured articles imported in the 
1936 period totalled £P.4,634,899, as compared with 
£P.8,091,433 in the corresponding 1935 period, a decrease 
of £P.3,456,534, or 42-7 per cent., partly due to the con- 
siderable decrease in imports of building material, textiles, 
industrial machinery, and motor cars and motor trucks. 

Unclassified imports, however, increased from 
£P.1,366,966 in the 1935 period to £P.1,835,255 in the 1936 
Period, an increase of £P.468,289, or 34:3 per cent. 


TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


Exports, RE-ExPoRTs AND TRANSIT TRADE 

Exports of merchandise of domestic produce in the first 
nine months of 1936 were £P.2,465,051, as compared with 
£P.3,414,042 and £P.2,613,803 in the corresponding periods 
of 1935 and 1934, respectively, thus showing a decrease of 
£P.948,991,or 27-8 per cent., from the corresponding 1935 
period and a decrease of £P.148,752, or 5-7 per cent., from 
the corresponding 1934 period. This decrease in exports is 
chiefly due to the decrease in exports of citrus fruits. 

Food, drink and tobacco exports in the 1936 period 
totalled £P.2,101,346, as compared with £P.3,099,541 in the 
corresponding 1935 period, a decrease of £P.998,195, or 
32:2 per cent. 

Shipments of raw materials and articles mainly un- 
manufactured were £P.106,106 in the 1936 period, as com- 
pared with £P.63,315 in the corresponding 1935 period, an 
increase of £P.42,791, or 67-6 per cent. 

Exports of wholly or mainly manufactured articles rose 
from £P.250,005 in the 1935 period to £P.256,070 in the 
corresponding 1936 period, an increase of £P.6,065, or 2-4 
per cent. 

Unclassified exports in the 1936 period totalled £P.1,529, 
as compared with £P.1,181 in the 1935 period. 

Re-exports of commodities previously recorded as im- 
ported totalled £P.357,754 in the 1936 period, as compared 
with £P.202,566 in the corresponding 1935 period, an in- 
crease of £P.155,188, or 76-6 per cent. 

Re-exports from bond (not previously recorded as imports) 
totalled £P.58,850 in the 1936 period, as compared with 
£P.43,962 in the corresponding 1935 period, an increase of 
£P.14,888, or 33-9 per cent. 

The value of transit trade, exclusive of Iraq Petroleum 
Company crude oil in the 1936 period amounted to 
£P.228,096, as compared with £P.345,605 in the corre- 
sponding 1935 period, a decrease of £P.117,509, or 34-0 per 
cent. The quantity of Iraq Petroleum Company crude oil 
dispatched in transit via Haifa in the 1936 period was 
1,469,010 tons, valued at £P.1,175,208, as compared with 
1,366,004 tons, valued at £P.1,092,803, in the corresponding 
1935 period, an increase of 103,006 tons. Crude oil is given 
an arbitrary value of 16s. or 800 mils per ton. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE: JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 

The United Kingdom stands first as a source of imports 
in both periods, and Germany ranks second. Roumania, 
Syria and the United States come next in order in the 
1936 period, while in the 1935 period the United States 
came third, Syria fourth and Roumania fifth. Percentages 
of imports from the United Kingdom, British Possessions, 
Germany, Holland, Roumania, Switzerland and Syria in- 
creased in the 1936 period as compared with the corre- 
sponding 1935 period, though the absolute values of imports 
from these countries declined. While the total value of 
imports decreased by 26-1 per cent., imports from the United 
Kingdom decreased by only 10-8 per cent., imports from Ger- 
many by only 10:4 per cent. and those from Roumania by 
15°6 per cent. Imports from Syria declined by 21-4 per cent. 
and from the United States by 36-0 per cent. 

The United Kingdom took nearly three-fifths of the Pales- 
tinian exports in both the 1936 and 1935 periods under 
review, Syria coming second, Holland third and Poland 
fourth in the 1936 period, while in the 1935 period Germany 
came second, Syria third and Holland fourth. Denmark, 
Poland, Sweden and the United States took greater absolute 
values of our lower total exports in the 1936 period than in 
the corresponding period of 1935. While the total value of 
exports decreased by 27-8 per cent., exports to the United 
Kingdom decreased by 37-6 per cent., exports to Germany 
hy 58-4 per cent., those to Syria by only 3:3 per cent., and 
exports to Holland by only 6:3 per cent.

TALLINN 

The total turnover of the foreign trade in October last 
was 14,772,600 kroons, imports representing 8,350,500 krs., 
as compared with 6,472,700 krs. in October, 1935, while 
exports totalled 6,422,100 krs. and 6,887,200 krs., respec- 
tively, a balance in favour of imports of 1,928,400 krs. 

The total value of imports for the first ten months of the 
current year was 70,085,700 krs., as against 56,073,000 krs. 
a@ year earlier, while exports aggregated 68,019,300 krs. 
and 65,462,300 krs., respectively, a balance in favour of 
imports of 2,066,400 krs. 

As regards imports into Estonia, Great Britain took 
second place during October with goods to a value of 
1,469,400 krs. (Germany, 2,423,300 krs.). Great Britain 
imported Estonian goods to a value of 1,843,800 krs., as 
against 1,453,000 krs. imported by Germany, which ranked 
second in the list of purchasing countries.

In the first ten months of the current year the value of 
Hungarian imports amounted to 358-4 million pengé, as 
against 306-3 million pengé during the same period of last 
year, while exports totalled 406-6 million pengé and 3519 
million peng, respectively, an active balance of 48-2 million 
peng6, as compared with 45-6 million pengé in the same 
period of 1935. 


In comparison with the first ten months of 1935 there 
was an increase in the import of maize, wood, crude oil, 
raw cotton, machinery and apparatus, whereas there was 4 
considerable decrease in the import of wool and woollen 
yarns. 


On the export side there was an increase in the export of 
wheat, fresh fruit, fresh meat, cattle, butter and railway 
wagons.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


There has been no decline in business activity in the 
United States and a maintenance of trade during the re- 

mainder of the year is anticipated. Consumer spending has 
been heavy since the election and many merchants antici- 
pate that Christmas business will equal that of 1930. Retail 
trade in the week ended November 26 was estimated at 15 
to 25 per cent. above a year ago, while wholesale business 
gained 22 to 25 per cent. The Guaranty Trust Company’s 
preliminary index of business activity in October is 91-0, as 
against 88-2 in September and 77-2 a year ago. The whole- 
sale price index on November 15 was 62:1, against 59:0 a 
month earlier and 55:1 the year earlier. 

Sales of life insurance in October were 2 per cent. under 
those of a year ago, while for the first ten months of this 
year they were 4 per cent. below. 

Factory sales of automobiles in the United States in 
October were 224,628 vehicles, as against 135,130 in Septem- 
ber. Sales for the first ten months were 3,560 ,924, against 
3,147,347 a year ago and 2,516,005 two years ago.

Arrangements 


TURKEY—YUGOSLAVIA 
TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Treaty of Com- 
merce and Navigation between Turkey and Yugoslavia was 
concluded at Angora on October 28 and entered into force 
on November 5, 1936. It will be valid for one year and will 
thereafter continue in force for a similar period unless 
denounced at two months’ notice. 

The Agreement provides for most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment with regard to Customs duties, taxes and all other 
charges in connection with the import and export of goods. 
This treatment also extends to Customs formalities and 
procedure and to goods in transit, navigation, tourists and 
commercial travellers. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is not, however, to apply 
to favours accorded to neighbouring States to facilitate 
frontier traffic, or resulting from a Customs Union, or to 
any special privileges or facilities granted or which may 
be granted to territories detached from the Ottoman 
Empire in 1923. 

The Agreement provides for the unrestricted import of 
Turkish goods into Yugoslavia and makes provision for the 
import of Yugoslavian goods into Turkey, lists being 
annexed to the Agreement of goods which may be freely 
imported into Turkey from Yugoslavia and of goods subject 
to quotas. 

It is provided that the payment of accounts and transfers 
of credits between the two countries shall be effected in 
accordance with the terms of a separate Clearing Agreement 
entered into on the same date.

1. Under the Wheat (Quota Payments) No. 3 Order, 1936, 
dated October 29, 1936, made by the Minister of Agriculture 
and Fisheries under the Wheat Act, 1932, a quota payment 
at the rate of 4-8 pence per hundredweight or 1s. per sack 
of 2°¢ Ibs. must be made to the Wheat Commission in re- 
spect of imported flour as defined in Section 20 of the Act 
entered for home consumption or home use as from the Ist 
day of November, 1936. The address of the Wheat Commis- 
sion is 10, Smith Square, London, S.W.1. 


2. Section 6 of the Act provides that no entry of such 
flour for home consumption or home use may be signed by 
an Officer of Customs and Excise except on production and 
surrender to him of a receipt in the prescribed form of the 
amount of quota payments payable in respect of the flour. 

The form of receipt is prescribed by the Bye-laws made 
by the Wheat Commission under the Act, and must be pro- 
duced and surrendered to the proper officer of Customs and 
Excise when an entry for home use or a warrant for delivery 


for home consumption is presented in respect of flour as 
defined. 


3. Section 6 of the Act also requires that the exporter or 
shipper of any flour intended for exportation or shipment 
as stores shall enter the flour before exportation or ship- 
ment thereof. This requirement applies to flour as defined 
whether home milled or imported.

FIBRE BOARD

made by the Irish Free State Executive Council on Decem- 
ber 4. 

Order No. 113 provides for the imposition of a Customs 
duty on soles, heels and tips, for boots and shoes, made 
wholly or mainly of rubber, artificial rubber, or of a material 
which contains rubber as an ingredient. The rates of duty 
are as follows :— 

(a) On soles (whether half soles, whole soles or long 
soles)—each 4d. 

(b) On heels and parts of heels—each 2d. 

(c) On tips, studs and other protections (whether for 
soles or for heels)—each 1d. 


Order No. 114 extends the existing duties on suitcases, 
attaché cases, etc., made of non-vulcanised fibre board and 
on prepared boards for the manufacture of such cases, to 
cases made of vulcanised fibre board and to prepared boards 
for the manufacture of such cases. The rates of duty are:— 

(a) On cases not less than 20 inches in length (measured 
externally)—33} per cent. ad valorem or 1s. each, 
whichever is the greater. 

(b) On cases less than 20 inches in length (measured 
externally)—33} per cent. ad valorem or 6d, each, 
whichever is the greater. 

(c) On prepared boards of not less than 20 inches in 
length—33} per cent. ad valorem or 9d. each, 
whichever is the greater. 

(d) On prepared boards of less than 20 inches in length 
—33}4 per cent. ad valorem or 4d. each, whichever 
is the greater. 


Both Orders became operative on December 5 and pro- 
vision is made in each Order for the duty-free admission of 
the goods concerned, under licence, subject to certain con- 
ditions.

CUSTOMS DUTIES ON POTATOES MODIFIED 


A recent issue of the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ contains 
& Decree modifying certain of the French Customs duties on 
potatoes. The effect of the Decree, so far as the ‘‘ Mini- 
mum ’’ Tariff is concerned, is as follows : — 

(1) On fresh potatoes imported outside’the period March 1 

to July 1 inclusive, the existing duty of 31-20 frs. 
per 100 kilogs. is reduced to 25 frs. per 100 kilogs.

(2) A reduced duty of 15 frs. per 100 kilogs. is introduced 
for seed potatoes intended for the production of 
tubers for potato-starch factories. Importation at 
this rate is subject to the production of a special 
licence from the Ministry of Agriculture, which will 
be issued after the contracts between the foreign ex- 
porters and the French importers have been 
approved by a competent body. 


As regards kinds of potatoes other than the above, the 
existing Customs duties are maintained in force. 


DUTIES ON OILSEEDS MODIFIED

DUTY ON CERTAIN COTTON WASTE 
INCREASED 


A Decree of December 2, published in the French ‘‘ Journal 
Officiel ’’ of December 5, increases the French Customs duty 
on cotton linters, washed, degreased, purified, bleached or 
dyed, in the mass, in slabs or sheets (ex Tariff No. 141 bis) 
from 34-10 to 83 frs. per 100 kilogs. (under the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ 
Tariff). 


Cotton linters of the above kind proved to have been sent 
direct to France before December 5 and declared for con- 
sumption without having been warehoused will be admitted 
at the former rate of duty.

MANUFACTURING TAX ON MATCHES

H.M. Consul-General at Mexico City reports that a Decree 
published in the Mexican “‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of November 9 
reduces the duty on pig iron and steel ingots imported into 
Chile from 9 dollars to 3:50 dollars per 100 kilogs. 


NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—SUGAR 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that under the provisions of Royal Decree 
No. 40 of November 24, 1936, the importation into the 
Netherlands of (a) raw beet sugar; (b) raw cane sugar; (c) 
‘‘white ’’ sugar, ‘‘ melis’’ and other refined sugar (except 
candy and moist sugar); and (d) moist sugar, during the 
period November 25, 1936, to May 26, 1937, will be restricted 
to 80 per cent. of the average gross weight imported during 
six months of the basis year 1935. 

Certificates of Origin are required for all consignments 
of the above-mentioned goods. 

Goods which are wholly or partially exempt from import 
duty or statistical duty under one or more clauses of the 
existing acts are exempt from the above restriction.

RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTA FOR CEMENT 


The “ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of December 2 contains

ROUMANIA 
IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that in accord- 
ance with a Royal Decree (No. 2541) published in the 
‘‘Monitorul Oficial,’’ No. 263 of November 11, 1936, a 
certain measure of administrative control is instituted over 
the import and utilisation of saccharine and other sweeten- 
ing substances in Roumania. 

All manufacture, import, warehousing, utilisation and 
selling of saccharine in any form whatsoever is prohibited 
unless the approval of the Ministry of Public Health has 
been obtained, and this approval is only to be given when 
the saccharine or other sweetening substances are indispen- 
sable for pharmaceutic and hygienic uses in addition to 
certain chemical industries.

TURKEY 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul 
has forwarded a translation of a Decree bringing into force 
in Turkey a new General Import Régime as from January 1, 
1937. The feature which particularly distinguishes the new 
régime from the present is that there will no longer be 
any specific quotas (List K) and that the importation of 
goods will either be permitted without restriction as to 
quantity or will be prohibited altogether. : 

The new régime does not affect the quotas laid down in 
the various Clearing or analogous Agreements made by 
Turkey with other countries; the items for which these 
quotas are allotted are specified in List A, referred to below. 

Lists are annexed to the Decree showing the position of 
all goods under the new Régime. These lists are as follows: 

List S.—Goods which may be imported free of quota 
restriction from all countries. 

List KL.—Goods which may be imported free of quota 
restriction from any country which has a clearing oT 
analogous agreement with Turkey or whose trade 
balance is favourable to Turkey. 

List V.—Goods which may be imported without restric 
tion as to quantity, but for which the prior author- 
sation of the Ministry concerned must be obtained. 

List A.—Goods which figure in the various schedules 
annexed to Clearing Agreements with Turkey. These 
goods may be introduced up to the limits laid down 
in the schedules which remain in force during the 
validity of the Agreement to which they are annexed.

Exporters are reminded that in addition to the con- 
cessions assured to the United Kingdom under the pro- 
visions of Art. 1 (1) of the Anglo-Turkish Trade and Clearing 
Agreement, the benefits of the general quota régime are 
enjoyed by United Kingdom goods under the provisions of 
Art. 1 (2). Certain items in Schedule II to the Agreement 
also figure in Lists KL and V, and goods falling under 
those items are therefore assured of unrestricted entry into

H.M. Consul at Montevideo has forwarded to the Board 
cf Trade particulars of a Decree recently issued by the 
Uruguayan Government, which provisionally modifies, as 
from February 15, 1937, Item No. 512 of the “‘ Textiles and 
Haberdashery ’’ Section of the Uruguayan Customs Tariff, 
by subdividing it and fixing Tariff valuations as follows :— 


512 Textiles not expressly specified, of artificial silk and 
cotton or other materials not specified in the Tariff, 
with more than 30 per cent. of cotton or other 
materials. Valuation : 2-00 pesos per kilo net. 

512a Ditto, printed, embroidered or worked. Valuation : 
2-50 pesos per kilo net. 


512b Textiles not expressly specified, of artificial silk or 
artificial silk and cotton or other materials not speci- 
fied in the Tariff, up to 30 per cent. of cotton or 
other materials. Valuation : 3-00 pesos per kilo net. 


5120 Ditto, printed, embroidered or worked. Valuation : 
4-00 pesos per kilo net. 


512d = Textiles of silk and artificial silk will be treated in 
the same way as silk and cotton mixtures under the 
laws of August 5, 1916, and the “ regulating ”’ 
Decree of April 20, 1917. 


It is understood that the rate of duty leviable on these 
valuations remains at 31 per cent. plus the usual surtaxes. 
The above items replace the present Item 512, which reads: 


Piece-goods (género) of artificial silk or artificial silk mixed 
with cotton—31 per cent. (plus the usual surtaxes) ad val. 


The Decree of April 20, 1917, referred to in Item 512d, 
provides, inter alia, that in the case of piece-goods, etc., 
of silk mixed with other materials, proportionate duties 
under the items affected shall be paid according to the com- 
position of the goods.

B.S.S. for Making a Bend Test on Welded Joints. 
709-1936.) 


The British Standards Institution have recently issued a 
specification outlining standard methods of making a bend 
test on welded joints. 

While bending had from early days been regarded as a suit- 
able form of test to which welds should be submitted, little 
information was available as to the interpretation to be placed 
on the result obtained or to indicate what should be regarded 
as the criterion of the test. 

_As the Specification points out, different physical proper- 
ties may be possessed by the weld metal and by the parent 
metal in any one joint, and consequently the factors which 
influence the test need to be carefully controlled and their 
relative values correctly assessed. The principal points to be 
observed are set out very clearly in the Specification. There 
are four forms of test which have been provided for. Briefly 
these can be divided into two methods of test for determining 
the ductability of the metal in the joint and two methods for

Report on Swiss Industry and Trade in 1935. 


The ‘‘ Swiss Federation of Commerce and Industry’ has 
just published its annual Report on Swiss Trade and Industry 
during the year 1935.

The information at the disposal of: the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 





OPENINGS FOR BRITISH TRADE—Continued 


Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms, 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con. 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department’s officers. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Con. 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener. 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re. 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify : — 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.

New Trade Agreement 


With reference to the notice in the “ Board of Trade Journal’’ of December 3 (page 818), concerning the new 
Anglo-Argentine Trade Agreement, the full text of the Agreement is set out below. 

The tariff items, valuations and rates of Customs duties included in the Third and Fourth Schedules to the 
Agreement are a repetition of those in the First and Second Schedules to the Agreement which expired on 


November 20, 1936. 


AGREEMENT BETWEEN His Magesty’s GOVERNMENT IN THE UNITED KINGDOM AND THE ARGENTINE GOVERNMENT 
RELATING TO TRADE AND COMMERCE, WITH PROTOCOL, PRoTOCOL oF SIGNATURE AND LETTERS. 


London, December 1, 1936 


The Government of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland and the Government of 
the Argentine Republic; 

Affirming their common determination to uphold and 
earty out the Treaty of Amity, Commerce and Naviga- 
tion signed at Buenos Aires on February 2, 1825; and 

Considering it to be expedient, in order to increase 
and facilitate trade and commerce between the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland on the 
me hand and the Argentine Republic on the other, to 
supplement the said Treaty of 1825 by certain addi- 
tional provisions relating to trade and commerce 
between these two countries; and 

Being desirous of concluding an agreement for this 
purpose, have accordingly agreed as follows :— 


ARTICLE 1 


{1) The Government of the United Kingdom, fully 
recognising the importance of the livestock and agricul- 
tural industry to the economic life of Argentina, under- 
take that, in the event of their regulating quantita- 
ively the imports from foreign countries of the kinds 
{meat specified in the First Schedule to this Agree- 
nent, allocations shall be granted to Argentina which 
vill not be less either in quantity, or in proportion to 
total regulated imports from foreign countries, than 
those set out in that Schedule. 

Provided that (i) if in any period Argentina is unable 
‘0 supply any part of her allocation, the Government 
if the United Kingdom will be entitled to re-allocate 
that quantity among other countries, and (ii) in the 
went of any other foreign supplying country renoun- 
ting or forfeiting, in whole or in part, its allocation, 
the allocation to Argentina shall be increased in a ratio 
0 less favourable than that applied for the purposes 
if an increased allocation to any other foreign country. 


(2) Whenever a system of import licences is in 
operation in the United Kingdom and the Argentine 
Government exercise the control of meat exports to 
the United Kingdom, the Government of the United 
Kingdom, when issuing the import licences, will take 
into consideration the export licences issued by the 
Awentine Government. 


(3) The Argentine Government agree in principle to 
“operate in the scheme which is at present under 
liscussion between the Governments concerned for the 
gulation of supplies of beef to the United Kingdom 
narket through an International Conference, and the 
overnments of the United Kingdom and of the Argen- 
ine Republic will, as soon as possible, enter into a 
upplementary agreement for the purpose of giving 
diect to the scheme. 


It is understood that nothing in the scheme for the 
rgulation of supplies of beef to the United Kingdom 
market through an International Conference shall 
itejudice the guarantees given to the Argentine 
Government under the provisions of this Article. 


ARTICLE 2 


No quantitative limitations shall be established on 
ports into the United Kingdom of the articles 
ttumerated in the Second Schedule to this Agreement, 





produced or manufactured in the Argentine Republic, 
from whatever place arriving. 


ARTICLE 3 


(1) In the event of quantitative limitations being 
established on imports into the United Kingdom of 
articles other than those enumerated in the First and 
Second Schedules to this Agreement, treatment not 
less favourable than that accorded to such articles pro- 
duced or manufactured in any other foreiga country 
shall be accorded to such articles produced or manufac- 
tured in Argentina, from whatever place arriving. 
Where quantitative allocations are made to individual 
countries, Argentina will be allocated an equitable 
share of permitted imports from foreign countries, 
having regard to the proportions of the total imports 
of such articles into the United Kingdom from foreign 
countries which have been supplied by Argentina to 
the United Kingdom in recent years. The Government 
of the United Kingdom will consult with the Govern- 
ment of the Argentine Republic before any allocation 
is made to Argentina in respect of any such article, 
and will take all relevant circumstances into account. 


(2) In the event of the Government of the United 
Kingdom proposing to regulate quantitatively the 
imports of fruit and vegetables of kinds imported in 


. substantial quantities from Argentina, they will, before 


introducing any measure of regulation consider any 
representations that the Argentine Government wish 
to make as to the method of its application and as to 
its effect on the trade of Argentina. 


ARTICLE 4 


(1) Whenever any system of exchange control is in 
operation in Argentina, the conditions under which 
foreign currency shall be made available in any year 
shall be such as to secure that there shall be available, 
for the purpose of meeting applications for current 
remittances from Argentina to the United Kingdom, 
the full amount of the sterling exchange arising from 
the sale of Argentine products in the United Kingdom 
after deduction of a reasonable sum annually towards 
the payment of the service of the Argentine public 
external debts (national, provincial and municipal) 
payable in countries other than the United Kingdom. 


(2) Subject to the aforesaid provision being first 
made towards the service of the public external debts, 
the order in which the sterling exchange so made avail- 
able shall be distributed among the various classes of 
applicants for remittances to the United Kingdom shall 
be settled by agreement between the Argentine 
yovernment and the Government of the United 
Kingdom. 

(8) The Argentine Government undertake that in 
no event shall applications for exchange for remittance 
to the United Kingdom be less favourably treated than 
similar applications for exchange for remittance to 
any other country. 

(4) The Government of the United Kingdom will co- 
operate with the Argentine Government to the best of 
their ability in order to secure that the amount of 
sterling exchange, realised in Argentina by the export 
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of Argentine products to the United Kingdom, shall 
correspond as closely as possible with the value 
realised for such products on the United Kingdom 
market, due account being taken of the necessary 
deductions for freight, insurance, etc. 


ARTICLE 5 


(1) The articles enumerated in the Third Schedule 
to this Agreement, produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom, from whatever place arriving, shall 
not on importation into the Argentine Republic be 
subjected to duties or charges other or higher, and shall 
not be assessed at higher valuations, than those speci- 
fied in the said Schedule. 


(2) The articles enumerated in the Fourth Schedule 
to this Agreement, produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom, from whatever place arriving, shall 
not on importation into the Argentine Republic be 
subjected to duties or charges other or higher, and shall 
not be assessed at higher valuations, than those speci- 
fied in the said Schedule, subject to the reservations 
established in the said Schedule. 


(3) Provided that a surcharge not exceeding 10 per 
cent. of valuation for duty may continue to be levied 
on the goods referred to in the preceding paragraphs of 
this Article, it being understood that it is the intention 
of the Argentine Government to maintain such sur- 
charge only if financial circumstances necessitate it 
and as an emergency measure; it is further their inten- 
tion to reduce and ultimately to abolish such surcharge 
as soon as fiscal considerations permit, so that the 
total charges leviable on importation of the articles 
enumerated in the Third and Fourth Schedules shall 
not exceed those therein specified. 


(4) The Government of the United Kingdom agree 
to consider sympathetically any proposal made by the 
Argentine Government for replacing in whole or in part 
by ad valorem duties any of the specific duties or by 
specific duties any of the ad valorem duties set out in 
the Third and Fourth Schedules. 


ARTICLE 6 


No duty or charge of any kind shall be levied on 
imports into the Argentine Republic of coal, coke or 
any other article admitted free of duty on May 1, 
1933, produced or manufactured in the United King- 
dom, from whatever place arriving. 


ARTICLE 7 


No internal taxes shall be imposed in the Argentine 
Republic on whisky of United Kingdom origin other or 
higher than those which are or may be imposed on 
potable spirits according to their alcoholic strength of 
national or any other origin. } 


ARTICLE 8 


(1) The articles enumerated in the Fifth and Sixth 
Schedules to this Agreement, produced or manufac- 
tured in the Argentine Republic, from whatever place 
arriving, shall not on importation into the United 
Kingdom be subjected to duties or charges other or 
higher than those specified in the said Schedules. 


Provided that, if in either half of any calendar year 
the ad volorem incidence of the duty charged on 
Argentine chilled beef should have been 174 per cent. 
or less, the duties specified in the Sixth Schedule shall, 
as soon as possible, be reduced for a period of six 
months by 24 per cent. ad valorem for every 24 per 
cent. by which that ad valorem incidence has fallen 
short of 20 per cent. 


(2) The Argentine Government agree to consider 
sympathetically any proposal of the Government of 
the United Kingdom for replacing in whole or in part 
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by specific duties any of the ad valorem duties or by 
ad valorem duties any of the specific duties set out iy 
the said Schedules. 


ARTICLE 9 


The Contracting Governments agree that if either 
Government is of opinion that any measure taken by 
the other Government is liable to upset the equilibrium 
resulting from this Agreement, the latter Government 
will give sympathetic consideration to such represen. 
tations and proposals as the other Government ma 
make with a view to effecting a mutually satisfactory 
adjustment of the matter. In the event of the two 
Contracting Governments failing to reach agreement 
within a period of three months from the date of the 
receipt of such representations, it shall be open to the 
Government making the representations to give notice 
to the other Government of their intention to ter- 
minate this Agreement and, notwithstanding the pro. 
visions of Article 13, the Agreement shall cease to 
have effect one month after the receipt of such notice. 


ARTICLE 10 


Nothing in the present Agreement shall be deemed 
to affect the rights and obligations arising out of the 
Treaty of Commerce and Navigation signed at Buenos 
Aires on February 2, 1825. 


ARTICLE 11 


The Contracting Governments agree that any dispute 
which may arise between them relating to the proper 
interpretation or application of any of the provisions 
of the present Agreement shall, at the request of either 
of them, be referred to the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice unless in any particular case the Con- 
tracting Governments agree to submit the dispute to 
some other tribunal or to dispose of it by some other 
form of procedure. 


ARTICLE 12 


In this Agreement the term ‘“‘ foreign country ”’ in 
relation to the United Kingdom does not include any 
territory under the sovereignty, suzerainty, protection 
or mandate of His Majesty the King of Great Britain, 
Ireland and the British Dominions beyond the Seas, 
Emperor of India. 


ARTICLE 13 


(1) The present Agreement shall be ratified and the 
ratifications shall be exchanged at Buenos Aires as soon 
as possible. 


(2) The Agreement shall come into force on the date 
of the exchange of ratifications, and shall remain in 
force until December 31, 1939. In case neither of the 
Contracting Governments shall have given notice to 
the other six months before the said date of their 
intention to terminate the Agreement, it shall remain 
in force until the expiration of six months after the 
date on which either Contracting Government shall 
have given to the other notice of termination through 
the diplomatic channel. 


In witness whereof the undersigned, being duly 
authorised to that effect, have signed the present 
Agreement and affixed thereto their seals.

PROTOCOL 


At the moment of signing the Agreement of this 
day’s date between the Government of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland and 
the Government of the Argentine Republic relating to 
trade and commerce, the undersigned Plenipoten- 
tiaries, being duly authorised to that effect, declare 
that they have agreed on the provisions set out in this 
Protocol, which shall form an integral part of the 
above-mentioned Agreement. 


Part I 


The Argentine Government, fully appreciating the 
benefits rendered by the collaboration of British capital 
in public utility and other undertakings, whether 
State, municipal or private, carrying on business :in 
Argentina, and following their traditional policy of 
friendship, hereby declare their intention to accord to 
those undertakings, as far as lies within their con- 
stitutional sphere of action, such benevolent treatment 
as may conduce to the further economic development 
of the country, and to the due and legitimate protec- 
tion of the interests concerned in their operation. 


Part II 


The Government of the United Kingdom are pre- 
pared to co-operate with the Argentine Government in 
a joint enquiry into the economic and financial struc- 
ture and working of the meat trade, with particular 
reference to the means to be adopted to ensure 4 
reasonable return to the cattle producers. 


Part III 


With reference to paragraph (1) of Article 1 of the 
Agreement and to Items 2 and 8 in the First Schedule 
thereto, it is understood that the minimum proportions 
guaranteed to Argentina of total regulated imports 
from foreign countries of frozen beef and frozen beef 
offals shall be subject to any arrangement which may 
be made between the Government of the United 
Kingdom and the Argentine Government for an 
increase of imports from Argentina of frozen beef 
offals and a corresponding decrease of imports of frozen 
beef other than offals; but that, in calculating the 
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qantities to be imported from Argentina on the basis 
sf such proportions, regard shall not be had to any 
vriation of total imports from foreign countries in 
ihe respective categories caused by any similar arrange- 
went which may be made between the Government of 
the United Kingdom and the Government of any other 
reign country. 


Part IV 


With reference to paragraph (2) of Article 1 of the 
jgreement, the Argentine Government when proceed- 
ing to exercise the control of meat exports to the 
United Kingdom will, while taking into consideration 
ihe interests of the Argentine producers organised

With reference to Article 6 of the Agreement, the 
(ontracting Governments declare that it is their inten- 
ion to maintain the position in the markets of the 
frgentine Republic of coal, coke and manufactured 
tiel produced or manufactured in the United King- 
lm and to this end have agreed— 


(a) that during the currency of the Agreement no 
new or increased charge by way of slingage, 
landing charges or otherwise shall be 
imposed on coal, coke or manufactured fuel 
produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom ; 

(b) that if the Government of the United King- 
dom should consider that the position in 
the markets of the Argentine Republic of 
coal, coke and manufactured fuel produced 
or manufactured in the United Kingdom is 
not being maintained, consultations shall 
take place between the two Governments 
with a view to remedying the situation.

Letter from Argentine Signatories on the Subject of the 
Treatment of British Shipping Companies 


(Translation) 


Argentine Embassy, 
Your Excellency, December 1, 1936. 

During the course of the discussions which have led up to 
the conclusion of the Trade Agreement signed this day, the 
United Kingdom Delegation have drawn attention to the 
representations received by their Government from the 
British Shipping Companies engaged in the carriage of re- 
frigerated cargoes from Argentina to the United Kingdom 
who are anxious to ensure that their position will not be 
detrimentally affected in the event of the Argentine Govern- 
ment undertaking the control of the export of meat. The 
Companies have pointed to the expenditure which has been 
incurred in the past in building up an organisation to cater 
for the needs of this trade, to the fact that certain of the 
Companies concerned will shortly have to expend further 
capital on the building of new refrigerated ships and to the 
difficulty of finding other employment for vessels especially 
built for the Argentine trade. 

We are happy to inform you that, in the event of our 
Government assuming the control of meat exports, it is 
their intention that the position of the British Shipping 
Companies engaged in the carriage of refrigerated cargoes 
from Argentina to the United Kingdom shall not be detri- 
mentally affected so long as the Companies continue to carry 
on their business without any discrimination as between 
shippers of the meat exported in accordance with the export 
licences issued by the Argentine Government.

Letter from the Argentine Signatories on the Subject of the 
Control of Imports of Cotton and Rayon Piece-goods 
into Argentina.

Argentine Embassy, 

Your Excellency, December 1, 1936. 

With reference to the discussions which have taken place 
in connection with the negotiation of the Trade Agreement 
signed this day, we have the honour to inform you, on behalf 
of our Government, that, in the event of the quantitative 
regulation of the imports into Argentina of piece-goods of 
cotton and/or rayon, the allocation for such piece-goods of 
United Kingdom origin (i.e., piece-goods spun, woven and 
finished in the United Kingdom) will not be less than the 
average of the quantities imported from the United King- 
dom in the years 1933, 1934 and 1935.
